INTRODUCTION . 


In  this  section  is  given  a brief  account  of  the  services 
provided  by  the  Rest  Riding  County  Council  as  a whole,  under 
Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

VITAL  STATISTICS  - 
Births. 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Divisional  area 
during  1962  was  1188,  an  increase  of  39  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 


The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE,  19.1  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  compared  with  18.8  for  the  previous  year,  was  well  above 
the  ’"cst  Riding  Administrative  County  rate  of  17*8  and  the  England 
and  '’ales  birth  rate  of  18.0. 


Deaths. 


The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Divisional  area  after  correction  for 
trs-nsfors  were  600,  an  increase  of  14  compared  with  1961. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  from  all  causes  was  9*6  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  The 
Rest  Riding  Adminstrative  area  is  12.0  and  England  and  "'ales  11.9* 


Infant  Mortality 

In  1962  the  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered 
29*  The  Infant  Mortality  was  24*4  as  against  33.1  in  the  previous  year.

Domiciliary  Nidwifc-iy 

Of  the  1182  notified  live  births,  508  were  delivered  by 
domiciliary  midwives,  the  private  doctors  being  present  in  96 
of  these  cases.

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia 


All  the  domiciliary  midwives  hold  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air 
analgesia  administration  and  wore  equipped  v.’ith  the  necessary  apparatus . 

The  County  Council  decided  in  1959  to  provide  each  ?.'idwife  with  a 
Trileno  Analgesia  Machine  in  addition  to  the  Gas  and  Air  Machine . By  the 
end  of  the  year  eleven  Kidwives  had  received  the  new  machines. 

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  only  was  given  in  6 cases , Pethidine  only  was 

given  in  89  cases,  and  gas  and  air  and  pethidine  was  given  in  88  cases. 
Trilene  was  administered  in  82  cases  and  with  Pethidine  in  183  cases. 


Ante-K'atal  Clinics. 

There  are  four  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  Division  which  are  held  at 
r cntefract , Feathers tone,  Knott ingley  and  Ferrybridge,  and  during  the 
year  369  patients  attended,  of  which  268  were  new  patients.  The  total 
numoor  of  attendances  wo s 1,263.  8l  patients  were  examined  post-natal ly 
during  the  year. 

Relaxation  Classes. 

Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  at  the  Pontefract, 
Featherstone  and  Knott ingley  Clinics. 

Those  have  continued  to  bo  fairly  well  attended  and  the  number  of 
attendances  at  those  Clinics  during  the  year  was  457* 

Institutional  Midwifery 

Patients  from  this  Division  are  admitted  to  either  the  Castlsford 
Maternity  Home  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity  Unit,  Hemsworth. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding  accommodation  for  all 
patients  wishing  to  have  their  babies  in  maternity  homes.  Due  to 
travelling  difficulties  there  is  a preference  for  the  Castleford  Maternity 
Home,  although  our  allocation  of  beds  is  much  smaller  than  at  Southmoor. 


CHILD  WELFARE. 

There  are  County  o'med  clinics  at  Pontefract,  Featherstone  and  Knott  ingley 

Cur  Pontefract  Clinic  continues  to  he  admired  and  appreciated  by 
patients  and  staff.

Premature  Babies. 

During  th-e  year  59  babies  weighing  5|/lbs.  or  less  were  bom  in 
hospitals  or  nursing  homes  to  mothers  normally  resident  in  the 
Division , and  25  were  born  at  home. 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

F.edical  Insnections 


The  periodic  medical  examination  of  the  four  age  groups,  i.e.  the 
entrants  (5  years  +)  second  age  group  (l  yeans  +)  intermediate  years 
( 10  y_ars  +)  and  leavers  (14  years  +)  continued  throughout  the  yean  at 
the  57  schools  in  the  Division. 

Re-examine tions  of  children  who , at  previous  periodic  or  special 
examinations  had  boon  found  to  have  defects,  were  made  at  each  school 
medical  inspection.  During  the  year  4,622  periodic  .inspections  were 
carried  out. 


General  Condit ion  of  Children. 

All  pupils  at  routine  medical  inspections  are  classified  as  to  their 
general  condition  at  the  time  of  examination  and  98.9  27°  wore  classified 
as  satisfactory  and  only  1 .03;.-  as  unsatisfactory.

During  the  year  health  visitors  and  school  nurses  made  16,982 
examinations  of  children  in  schools.  Of  these  437  individual  children 
’"ere  found  to  be  infested.

Child  Guidance  Treatment. 


A Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract.  Children  from  surrounding  Divisional  areas  attended 
here  in  addition  to  our  own.  In  ovember, 1961 , Dr.  E.  Atkinson 
Senior  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  joined  Dr.  P.J.  Crowley, 
the  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  on  the  staff  of  the  Clinic. 

Mr.  D.G.  Fickles,  Clinic  Psychologist,  and  Mrs.  P.Y.  Harris 
Psychiatric  Social  T"orker,  continued  to  do  much  good  work  at  the 
Clinic. 


Speech  Therapy 

Miss  K.K.  Wade,  Speech  Therapist,  hold  clinics  on  two  half-days 
each  week,  both  at  Pontefract  Central  Clinic.  Mrs.  Hepworth,  Speech 
Therapist  held  one  session  at  Pontefract  Clinic  and  one  at  Knott ingley. 
During  the  year  177  sessions  were  held  and  85  children  were  treated. 


Handicapped  Pupil s . 

The  regular  medical  examination  of  handicapped  children 
continued  during  tho  year  and  where  necessary,  recommendations  were 
made  for  placement  in  special  schools. 


Medical  Examination  of  Teach  .rs  and 
Entrants  to  Training  College. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  examine 
candidates  applying  for  entry  to  training  colleges  for  the  purpose 
of  satisfying  the  college  Authorities  of  their  fitness  to  follow  a 
course  of  teach- r training.  During  the  year  37  candidates  were 
examined  and  '.;here  necessary,  x-ray  examinations  arranged.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  offered  to  all  children 
in  the  year*  of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the  parents, 
a tost  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered  the 
germ  of  Tuberculosis.  If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken, 
as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a natural  immunity.  If, 
however,  the  tost  indicates  that  the  child  has  not  encountered  tuberclo 
bacillus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  a.t  this  age  the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer 
protection  during  the  years  of  increased  risk.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  ny  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1962,  the  fourth  I have  had  the  honour  of  placing  before 
you,  in  which  facts  and  figures  relating  to  the  major  activities 
of  the  Department  are  given, 

I would  preface  the  main  report  with  a comment  on  some  of 
these  activities  which,  together  with  the  multitude  of  minor 
problems,  add  up  to  an  interesting  vocation. 

Council  house  building  was  disappointingly  slow,  only  36  one 
bedroomed  bungalows  being  completed  during  the  year.  These 
bungalows  formed  the  third  of  the  Council*s  Warden  controlled  sites 
and  are  fitted  with  the  latest  intercommunication  system.  This 
development  of  housing  for  the  aged  is  excellent,  providing 
accommodation  where  the  tenant  can  retain  his  or  her  own  independence 
in  the  full  knowledge  that  should  help  be  required,  it  is  readily 
available , 

Slum  Clearance  itself  must  be  geared  to  the  house  building 
and  although  preliminary  inspections  of  quite  a number  of  houses 
were  carried  out  it  was  only  possible  to  rehouse  20  families. 

There  is  little  point  in  inspecting  houses  too  far  ahead  of  likely 
demolition  as  either  the  inspection  sheets  become  out  of  date, 
requiring  re-inspection,  or  if  the  property  is  actually  condemned 
too  soon,  living  conditions  rapidly  deteriorate  even  further,  whilst 
tlie  owner  develops  a greater  reluctance  to  carry  out  necessary  repairs. 

In  connection  with  repairs  to  dwellings,  many  visits  and  re- 
visits were  made  to  ensure  the  compliance  with  informal  and  formal 
notices,  as  is  stated  in  the  report  itself  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  not  the  Rent  Act,  An  enormous  amount  of  extra  work  in  this 
connection  fell  upon  the  Department  in  February,  when  on  the  nights 
of  the  11th  and  l£th,  the  district  was  severely  battered  by  the 
gales  which  swept  the  north.  Some  U55  private  houses  were  damaged, 
many  very  extensively.  The  Civil  Defence  Service  was  contacted 
to  find  temporary  accommodation  and  furniture  stores,  but  apart 
from  the  storage  of  a small  amount  of  furniture,  this  offer  was 
refused  by  the  occupants  of  the  houses,  l£0  tarpaulins  were 
borrowed  from  the  Ministry  of  Works  and  help  given  in  fixing  these 
as  temporary  roof  coverings.  Due  to  the  difficulty  in  finding 
sufficient  slates  of  suitable  sizes,  and  enquiries  were  made  over  a 
wide  area  on  behalf  of  owners  and  contractors,  several  months  passed 
before  all  roofs  were  repaired. 
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Not  suprisingly  the  worst  hit  were  those  which  were  considered 
to  be  most  in  need  of  demolition,  i.e.  George  Street,  Streethouse, 
Loscoe  and  the  Arundel  Street  area  in  Featherstone.  By  the 
end  of  the  year  all  the  tenants  of  Arundel  Street  itself  had 
been  rehoused,  discussions  had  been  commenced  in  connection  with 
dealing  with  Loscoe  and  the  preparatory  work  for  declaring 
George  Street,  Streethouse  a Clearance  Area  was  well  under  way. 

The  most  important  effect  of  the  closing  of  the  slaughterhouses 
was  to  prevent  the  slaughter  of  animals  and  dressing  of  carcases 
in  unsatisfactory  conditions,  but  one  feels  some  little  regret 
in  the  necessity  for  the  action,  as  without  constant  practice 
in  meat  inspection,  one  tends  to  become  a little  rusty,  and  also 
my  assistant  must  go  elsewhere  to  obtain  the  practical  training 
necessary  far  qualification.  The  saving  in  time  was  insignificant 
as  rarely  was  more  than  one  hour  per  week  necessary  for  this  work. 

Duties  in  connection  with  infectious  disease  have  changed 
completely  since  the  days  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  epidemics. 
Nowadays,  the  types  of  illness  requiring  most  attention  are  of  the 
food  poisoning/s onnei  dysentery  type  and  this  involves  investigation, 
followed  in  most  cases  by  the  collection  of  specimens  for  transmission 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  During  the  year  2k  such  specimens 
were  submitted  for  examination. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  Bradford  smallpox  scare  arose  and  as 
certain  residents  had  been  exposed  to  possible  infection, 
precautionary  vaccination  of  the  Health  Department  staff  was 
arranged . 

The  ohly  satisfaction  to  be  recorded  in  clean  air  progress 
is  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  only  industrial  furnaces 
remaining  on  hand  firing  and  therefore  more  liable  to  produce 
excessive  smoke  were  those  at  the  two  brickworks. 

The  problems  brought  to  the  Department  are  many,  and  varied  - 
blocked  drains,  smelly  drains,  other  ill-defined  smells,  rats  and 
mice,  occasional  vermin  infestations,  unusual  insects  to  be 
identified  and  wasps  nests  to  be  destroyed,  to  mention  just  a few. 

All  are  given  suitable  attention,  in  the  main  resulting  in 
satisfactory  solutions. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  my  staff,  Mr.  Southall 
and  Miss  Taylor  for  their  invaluable  assistance  throughout  the 
year.  Mr.  Southall  is  making  excellent  progress  in  his  studies 
and  should  in  my  opinion,  make  a first  class  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I would  also  thank  the  heads  and  staff  of  other  departments 
including  Dr.  Fraser  and  his  staff  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance. 

It  would  be  wrong  of  me  to  forget  those  members  of  the  Council^ 
staff.  Council  workmen,  the  Civil  Defence  and  Fire  Authorities 
and  the  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Works  who  helped  during  the 
very  difficult  days  following  the  February  gales.

WATER  SUPPLY: 

The  Wakefield  and  District  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
the  water  supply.  The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  both  quality 
and  quantity  throughout  the  year  and  no  restrictions  were  imposed. 

There  is  a piped  supply  throughout  the  district  and  the 
Water  Board  samples  the  raw  and  treated  supplies  at  least  weekly 
for  each  area,  I have  no  knowledge  of  the  number  and  results 
of  these  samples,  nor  of  any  chemical  analyses. 

To  combat  possible  plumbo -solvency , the  ph  value  is  carefully 
maintained  at  over  7*0,  Again  I have  no  results  of  analyses. 

On  receipt  of  the  report  on  any  unsatisfactory  sample,  another 
sample  is  immediately  taken  to  ensure  no  faulty  technique  or 
examination.  Should  this  second  sample  prove  unsatisfactory 
chlorine  doseage  is  increased  and  a full  investigation  carried  out, 

I am  indebted  to  the  Wakefield  and  District  Water  Board  for  the 
above  information.

SANITARY  ACCOMODATION  AND  DRAINAGE, 

During  the  year  35  additional  water  closets  trere  provided 
for  existing  property  and  73  water  closets  were  provided  in  new 
houses,  3 privies  were  converted  to  water  closets,  these  being 
at  an  isolated  farm  house  with  two  farm  cottages  and  were  made 
possible  by  the  provision  of  a small  disposal  plant.

The  cesspools  serving  88  houses  were  emptied  regularly  without 
any  problems  being  encountered,  the  same  machine  alternating  this 
work  with  that  of  street  gully  cleansing. 

The  South  Feather stone  Sewage  Works  produced  a very  satisfactory 
effluent  throughout  the  year.  These  works  deal  with  the  drainage 
of  approximately  two  thirds  of  the  houses  in  the  district. 

At  Old  Snydale  Sewage  Works , which  deals  with  the  remaining 
third  of  the  houses,  the  effluent  became  unsatisfactory  but,  by 
the  renewal  of  the  filter  media  in  the  final  filters  a highly 
satisfactory  effluent  was  produced. 
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The  Council’s  Consultants  were  engaged  in  the  preparation 
of  a modernisation  scheme  for  these  works  and  the  relaying  of 
part  of  the  above  ground  section  which  is  affected  by  mining 
subsidence.  This  subsidence  and  particularly  possible  future 
subsidence  presents  a very  real  problem  to  work  of  this  kind, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AMD  DISPOSAL: 

Two  vehicles  maintained  a weekly  service,  the  spare  vehicle 
being  used  as  relief  when  necessary  in  addition  to  being  used  by 
other  departments. 

The  Karrier  Bantam  vehicle  is  ending  its  useful  life  and  now 
needs  constant  attention  and  repair  to  keep  it  on  the  road.  It 
is  hoped  to  replace  it  next  year  with  a rear  loading  vehicle  with 
power  press  to  deal  with  the  present  day  bulky  refuse.  This 
type  of  vehicle  can  carry  a far  greater  number  of  dust  bins  with 
consequent  reduction  in  journeys  to  the  tip. 

Before  completion  of  the  tip  at  the  South  Featherstone  Sewage 
Works,  tipping  was  commenced  at  the  proposed  playing  field  noar 
the  Green  Lane  bungalows.  In  spite  of  the  use  of  litter  barriers 
and  ample  blinding  material,  high  winds  soon  afterwards  scattered 
litter  over  a wide  area,  removing  the  blinding  material  at  the 
same  time.  The  whole  area  was  cleaned  up  and  tipping  recommenced 
at  South  Featherstone  Sewage  Works,  The  Green  Lane  site  was  then 
used  for  the  disposal  of  hard  core  and  rubble  together  with  the  poor 
quality  subsoil  stripped  from  building  sites. 

As  tipping  space  for  refuse  was  running  out,  arrangements  were 
made  to  lift  the  level  of  a field  adjacent  to  the  South  Featherstone 
Sewage  Works  land,  which  over  the  years  has  become  more  and  more 
subject  to  flooding.  Drainage  ditches  were  excavated,  and  the  top 
soil  stripped  and  stockpiled.  Tipping  commenced  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  site  will  be  completed 
in  about  three  years. 

The  estimated  weight  of  refuse  collected  was  8,76^2  tons. 

Of  this  quantity,  8,7U8f  tons  were  disposed  of  by  tipping  and 
16§  tons  were  recovered  as  salvage.

RODENT  CONTROL? 

A free  rodent  destruction  service  to  all  domestic  premises 
in  the  district  is  provided  by  the  Council,  In  addition  to  these, 
the  Council’s  sewage  works,  refuse  tips  and  other  premises  receive 
constant  attention.  Sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  in  April 
and  October,  For  this  latter  treatment  sodium  fluoracetamide  was 
used.  Enquiries  at  the  sewage  works  indicated  that  no  bodies  had 
been  found,  so  that  no  definite  conclusions  could  be  reached. 
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Hie  table  appended  below  sets  out  the  incidence  of 
infestations  and  control  measures  taken*

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STANDARD  GRANT  SCHEME* 


Grants  ainounting  to  £6,628.  13.  8d  were  made  in  respect  of 
68  privately  owned  dwellings.  Of  these  68,  8 were  tenanted 
houses,  once  more  indicating  the  lack  of  interest  of  the  majority 
of  landlords  in  spite  of  attempts  on  my  part  to  try  to  arouse 
this  interest  by  discussing  the  matter  with  private  landlords 
whenever  possible.  To  me  it  is  obvious  that  some  form  of 
legislation  will  be  necessary  to  satisfactorily  complete 
this  essential  work. 

The  modernisation  of  the  remaining  66  houses  in  Lister  Road 
was  completed  during  the  year  and  work  commenced  in  re-constructing 
and  modernising  the  two  houses  seriously  affected  by  mining 
subsidence, 

THE  RENT  ACT  1957: 

Again  no  action  was  taken  under  the  repairs  section  of  this  Act, 
tenants  obviously  preferring  to  complain  to  this  department  when 
repairs  were  necessary  than  to  use  the  tedious  and  complicated 
machinery  of  the  Rent  Act. 

However,  some  landlords  are  not  quite  so  loath  to  make  use 
of  this  Act  and  more  houses  are,  when  vacant,  relet  at  a greatly 
increased  rent,  instead  of  being  offered  for  sale  as  has  been 
previous  practice. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  t 

MEAT,  From  the  1st  April  1961,  slaughtering  ceased,  there 
being  no  suitable  slaughterhouse  in  the  district.  Since  this  time, 
butchers  have  either  had  their  animals  slaughtered  outside  the 
district,  or  bought  "off  the  hook", 

MILK.  During  the  year  laboratory  reports  indicated  the  presence 
of  brucella  abortus  in  milk  from  two  farms  in  the  district.  In  both 
cases  the  milk  was  normally  sent  for  pasteurisation  so  that  warnings 
of  possible  danger  from  drinking  raw  milk  were  given  to  the  farmers 
concerned  and  samples  were  taken  from  both  herds.  33  samples  were 
taken,  27  proving  satisfactory  on  Ring  Test  and  33  on  Culture  Test. 

No  further  cases  were  reported.

FOOD  HYGIENE; 

There  are  10  Catering  Establishments,  3 Bakehouses  and  llj.6 
Other  Food  Shops  in  the  district.  Routine  visits  to  shops  itfere 
paid  xtfhen  possible,  although  perhaps  not  quite  so  often  as  one 
would  like,  because  of  other  duties. 

The  use  of  refrigerated  cabinets  still  increased  throughout 
the  year  giving  excellent  protection  to  great  quantities  of  food. 

Investigations  of  cases  of  sonnei  dysentery  or  suspected  food 
poisoning  produced  no  evidence  to  indicate  that  faulty  food  hygiene 
in  shops  was  the  cause  of  the  illness. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956: 


INDUSTRIAL.  As  promised,  the  electrification  of  the  colliery 
referred  to  in  last  year's  report  was  completed  in  August  1962. 

At  the  end  of  the  1962  swimming  season,  the  baths  were  closed 
and  the  modernisation  works  commenced.  The  old  hand  fired 
Cornish  boiler  has  been  removed  and  two  Cochrane  boilers  with 
underfeed  stokers  will  be  installed  in  its  place. 

The  two  brickworks  are  still  on  hand  firing. 


DOiiSSTIC . Apart  from  the  slowly  increasing  number  of  new  and 
improved  dwellings  having  appliances  capable  of  burning  smokeless 
fuel  or  those  with  other  forms  of  heating  there  has  been  no  change 
in  this  field.

There  are  hi  premises  on  the  register,  and  12j3  inspections 
were  made.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  legal  action.

As  the  number  of  applications  for  bungalow  accommodation 
increased  it  must  be  appreciated  that  more  and  more  people  are 
requiring  smaller  accommodation  much  earlier  in  life.  A glance 
at  the  present  list  reveals  that  apart  from  tenants  in  private 
dwellings , many  tenants  in  Council  houses  desire  bungalows.  The 
building  of  more  bungalows,  if  possible  within  a short  distance 
of  the  shopping  areas,  would  not  only  satisfy  the  persons  fortunate 
to  be  allocated  them,  but  also  release  many  Council  houses  for 
other  needs. 

The  estimated  number  of  unfit  houses  at  31st  December  1962 
in  respect  of  which  representations  have  not  yet  been  made  is  220, 

A Clearance  Order  in  respect  of  2k  houses  at  Streethouse  has  been 
prepared  and  negotiations  have  commenced  to  clear  111  houses  at 
Loscoe.  Verbal  agreements  have  already  been  received  in 
connection  with  9 individual  houses,  and  10  Council  owned  houses 
are  to  be  demolished  and  a block  of  aged  persons  dwellings  is  to  be 
built  on  the  site.  The  future  of  U0  temporary  Arcon  bungalows 
was  also  discussed  by  the  Council  with  a view  to  their  demolition 
and  the  rebuilding  on  the  site.
